To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hornsea  Urban  District 

Council. 


Gentlemen, 

By  order  of  the  Minister  of  Health  my  Annual  Report  for 
1925  is  a Survey  Report  as  opposed  to  the  usual  Ordinary  Report. 
The  Survey  Report  covers  a period  of  5 years,  viz.  from  1921  to 
1925  inclusive. 

1 he  Park  has  been  bought  and  is  now  opened  to  the 
public  It  is  situated  in  the  centre  of  Hornsea.  Has  an  area  of 
22  acres.  It  is  especially  suited  to  its  present  purpose,  the 
ground  being  of  an  undulating  nature  and  well  provided  with 
timber.  By  the  action  ot  your  Council  these  natural  beauties 
have  been  enhanced  by  the  planting  of  trees  and  shrubs,  the 
layout  being  on  an  organised  plan  Both  residents  and  visitors 
daily  avail  themselves  of  this  fine  open  space. 

I he  Hornsea  and  District  War  Memorial  Hospital  was 
built  m 1922  Its  8 beds  have  accommodated  1 14  patients  during 
1925  1 hese  are  patients  drawn  from  all  classes  of  the  commu- 

nity, but  half  this  number  have  paid  less  than  15/-  a week,  manv 
paid  nothing, 

I he.  Promenade  and  Sea  Front.  A new  concrete  wall 
and  promenade  has  been  built  at  a cost  of  approximately 
£ 40,000.  1 his  sum  was,  to  the  extent  of  65%,  met  by  a grant 

from  the  Unemployment  Grants'  Committee,  or  could  not  have 
been  financed  by  this  Council.  The  opening  ceremony  was  per- 
formed  by  Col  Honorable  F.  S.  Jackson,  M,P  , in  June  1925. 
The  floral  Mall  has  been  enlarged  and  renovated.  Lavatories 
and  a shelter  have  been  built  which  would  be  a credit  to  any  of 
our  larger  neighbours, 

Water  Supply.  ffiir  attention  has  been  continuous] v 
engaged  upon  this  matter.  In  1921  we  were  met  with  the 
urgent  necessity  that  we  must  increase  our  town's  supply.  When 


we  sank  a well  in  the  Be  w hoi  me  Lane  and  obtained  a plentiful 
suppiy  of  water,  we  hoped  that  we  w'ere  at  the  end  of  our 
tioubles,  but  the  water,  although  well  up  to  the  Holderness 
standard,  was  not  of  initial  purity,  and  we  failed  to  convince 
the  Ministry  that  it  would  not  deterioate  in  quantity  and  quality 
with  years  of  pumping. 

In  1922  you  instructed  Mr,  Siicox,  the  Water  Engineer,  to 
formulate  a scheme  to  bring  water  from  Ake,  near  Bev*r)ey. 
’t  ou  did  this  because  you  did  not  consider  that  the  terms  offered 
by  the  Corporation  of  Hull  were  favourable  to  Hornsea,  in  fact, 
you  considered  that  it  would  be  more  economical  to  spend 
£22,000  on  a scheme  of  our  own  than  to  accept  the  terms  which 
Hull  then  offered.  At  the  instigation  of  the  representatives  of 
the  Minister  of  Health,  Hull  has  subsequently  made  an  amended 
offer  which  you  have  accepted  subject  to  certain  safeguards,  and 
the  Council  now  await  the  Draft  Agreement  for  perusal. 

Housing.  Since  1921  there  have  been  364  plans  of  houses 
representing  nearly  600  new  houses  before  the  Council,  of  which 
over  250  are  absolutely  completed.  'I  he  subsidy  of  £75  under 
the  1923  1924  Acts  have  been  granted  to  134  Parlour  type 

and  8 Non- Parlour  type  This  is  all  to  the  good,  but  one  would 
like  to  see  cottages  built  which  could  be  let  to  manual  workers 
at  a rental  of  6 - or  7/-  a week.  But  this  style  off  philanthropy 
does  not  seem  to  appeal  to  our  builders  or  to  our  employers  of 
labour. 

Sanitation.  About  3 miles  of  new  seweis  have  been  laid 
during  the  past  5 years  at  a cost  of  over  £6,000.  All  our  new 
houses,  and  most  of  the  old  ones,  take  the  town's  water.  The 
sea  has  done  serious  damage  to  our  sewerage  outfall,  having 
wrecked  the  pipes  which  carry  our  sewage  into  the  sea  below 
low  water.  You  are  now  considering  the  £ 5,000  first  section  of 
a scheme  which  will  ultimately  cost  £13,000,  and  are  convinced 
that  a temporary  repair,  apart  from  a comprehensive  scheme,  is 
useless. 

A refuse  incinerator  now  takes  the  place  of  the  tip  which 
was  an  abomination. 

New  Acts  and  Orders.  There  have  been  many  new  Acts 
and  Orders  since  1921,  all  of  which  have  tended  to  improve  the 
Public  Health.  Details  of  the  work  done  under  the  following 
will  be  given  later — Milk  and  Dairies  Act  1922  ; Public  Health 


(Meat)  Regulations  1924;  Public  Health  Act  1925;  Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis  Regulations  1925  ; our  New  Rye-Laws  to  super- 
sede those  of  1 g 1 1 have  had  the  provisional  approval  of  the 
Ministry,  and  are  now  waiting  the  final  approval  before  they  are 
adopted. 

A Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  will  very  shortly 
be  formed  and  be  in  working  order  at  an  early  date. 

Town  Planning  Act  1925. 

The  Surveyor  has  prepared  a preliminary  statement  of 
proposals  in  accordance  with  the  second  schedule  of  the  Town 
Planning  Regulations  1921.  The  proposals  are  exemplified  by 
a most  excellent  map.

4 -CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS. 

1 he  year  1925  has  been  a healthy  one.  I he  9 cases  of 
ubeiculosis  are  not  all  recent.  Some  should  have  been  notified 
in  previous  years. 

I believe  that  our  more  abundant  water  supply  has  im- 
proved  the  health  of  the  community.  I he  great  addition  to  our 
number  of  houses  has  also  had  an  influence. 


s— SUMMARY  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  &c. 

Most  of  our  inhabitants  are  in  a position  to  engage 
private  nurses,  but  the  Hornsea  Nursing  Association  does  a 
very  good  work  amongst  the  poor.  It  also  sends  its  nurses  into 
any  house  should  the  nurses  have  any  spare  time. 

1 here  is  one  qualified  midwife  — she  is  engaged  bv  the 
Hornsea  Nursing  Association.  The  County  Council  annually 
contributes  ^25,  and  the  Local  Authority  ^25,  towards  her 
salary  1 his  Council  has  two  representatives  upon  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Hornsea  Nursing  Association. 

I lie  Medical  Officers  of  theE.R.  County  Council  assist  in 
the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  and  Veneral  Disease. 

i ubeiculosis  is  treated  at  Raywell  Sanatorium,  which  is 
the  property  of  the  County  Council. 

Our  case.-,  of  Infectious  disease  are  sent  to  the  County 
Council  Isolation  Hospital  at  Driffield.  An  ambulance  with  a 
nurse  is  always  sent  immediately  on  request.  The  County 
Council  has  also  equipped  a hospital  in  case  of  Smallpox. 

General  diseases  and  accidents  are  treated  at  the  Hull 
Koval  Infirmary,  the  Victoria  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Hull, 
and  the  Hornsea  and  District  War  Memorial  Hospital.  These 
are  not  supported  from  the  rates.  Accidents  are  eonveved  in 
private  ambulances. 


6— LABORATORY  WORK. 

Our  Bacteriological  work  is  done  by  the  Clinical 
Research  Association.  We  participate  in  a contract  between 
the  E.R.  Council  and  this  body. 

I give  antitoxin  and  other  s^ra  free  to  those  who  are  not 
in  a financial  position  to  pay  for  it. 


7-  SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

6 samples  of  water  have  been  analised  during  the  year. 

Sputum  and  Throat  Swabs  are  examined  frequently. 

Systematic  inspection  is  made  of  part  of  the  district 
monthly,  and  special  inspections  are  made  in  the  case  of 
nuisances  or  infectious  disease. 

On  2nd  Nov.  1885  we  adopted  regulations  for  the  super- 
vision of  Dairies  and  Cowsheds.  We  have  14  on  the  register 
with  some  140  cows.  28  visits  have  been  paid,  14  to  Cowsheds 
and  14  to  Dairies  4 defects  found  and  remedied 

We  have  5 Slaughter-houses  in  the  district,  15  visits  paid 
and  4 defects  found  and  remedied. 

The  only  foodstuff  that  has  been  condemned  as  unwhole- 
some is  some  fish.

Ministry. 

8 —PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF. 

Whole  time  M.O.H.  being  also  M.O.H.  to  the  Skirlaugh 
R.D.C.  Part-time  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Assistant  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

Health  visiting,  which  includes  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare,  is  performed  by  the  Hornsea  Nursing  Association  under 
the  supervision  of  the  County  Council  and  M O.H. 


9— WORKSHOP  & FACTORIES  AC  T 1901. 

There  are  11  establishments  which  comes  under  this  Act 
Hornsea  being  a residential  and  Health  resort,  there  are  no  fac- 
tories within  the  district.  'The  11  establishments  mentioned  are 
garages,  blacksmiths  and  millinery  shops.

11 — WATER. 

60  houses  have  been  supplied  with  water  mains. 

The  Bewholme  Lane  bore  has  yielded  an  excellent  supply 
of  water  throughout  the  year.  As  a temporary  supply  only,  it 
has  more  than  justified  the  expenditure  incurred.  The  addition 
of  this  water  which  is  bacteriologieallv pure,  and  has  only  about 
17  grains  of  salt  to  the  gallon,  has  materially  raised  the  qualitv 
as  well  as  the  quantity.  We  now  have  a 3 davs'  supply  in  hand 
in  the  event  of  a breakdown.
